Didsbury RCMP 
make $1.5 million 
marijuana bust

Didsbury RCMP made a huge marijuana bust in Water Valley 
over the holiday period after investigating on a complaint of theft 
of electricity. 

On December 28, Didsbury RCMP were called to a rural resi¬ 
dence west of Water Valley on the complaint. Further investiga¬ 
tion resulted in the execution of a search warrant the following 
morning. 

Five members for the Didsbury RCMP detachment, three mem¬ 
bers from the Drug Squad in Red Deer and one Proceeds of Crime 
Officer took part in the execution of the search warrant. 

The residence in question was empty when police approached 
it and physically knocked the door down to gain entry. 

Inside police located a substantial and highly sophisticated 
marijuana grow operation in the basement. More than 1,500 
marijuana plants were seized together with equipment related to 
the cultivation and production of marijuana. The plants seized 
had an estimated street value of $1.5 million. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Ron Platz said the plants in question 
could have been harvested three times a year making of proceeds 
of $4.5 million per year.

Platz said the grow operation was huge and covered the entire 
basement. He said there were lots of grow lights and watering 
systems. 

"We always like to take down these grow operations. Every 
take down is a benefit to our communities," said Platz. 

The entire process of the bust took 19 hours. Platz said much 
time is needed to take inventory, photographs and removal of the 
drugs and equipment. 

Platz said the RCMP gets information from Crimestoppers and 
public complaints to help locate some of these grow operations. 
Platz said in this case police acted on the complaint of theft of 
power and other information he was unable to divulge to make 
the bust. 

Charges have not been laid yet as police are continuing to 
investigate.

TEACH ER CONTRACTS 


Chinook’s Edge teachers could strike by Jan. 18

The 600 teachers in the 
Chinook’s Edge school division 
could be on strike as early as 
January 18 as the educators 
prepare for a possible strike 
vote on Jan. 15. 

The teachers - members of 
the Alberta Teachers Associa¬ 
tion local #17 - are scheduled 
to meet in Bowden on Jan. 10 
to decide whether to hold a 
strike vote. 

“We’re having the general 
meeting to authorize the strike 
vote, and then if the vote is au¬ 
thorized at that meeting, the 
strike vote is going to occur on 
the 15th,” said local president 
Bob Worsfold, an Olds teacher. 

Asked if the executive will 
recommend teachers hold a 
strike vote, Worsfold replied, “I 
would guess so, yes. “If teach¬ 
ers okay a vote, ballots will be 
cast on Jan. 15. 

At that time, the local execu¬ 
tive may recommend strike ac¬ 
tion, he said. 

“That will probably be the 
recommendation. We have seen 


nothing from the board and the 
next date scheduled with the 
mediator is Jan. 31. With what 
has happened that will be the 
recommendation.” 

If the majority vote for a 
strike, the teachers could le¬ 
gally walk out 72 hours later. 

There are 12,000 students in 
the west central Alberta divi¬ 
sion, including students in 
Sundre, Olds, Didsbury, Car- 
stairs and Innisfail. 

Chinook’s Edge teachers 
have been without a contract 
since August. 

Negotiations between the 
educators and the elected board 
have failed to reach a new 
agreement. 

Mediated talks between the 
board and local #17 ended on 
Dec. 13 after only six hours of 
negotiations. 

The teachers are asking for 
a 20 per cent wage increase over 
two years, while Alberta Learn¬ 
ing has countered with an of¬ 
fer of six per cent over two 
years. 

The board doesn’t have the 
money to meet the teachers’ 


demands, said board chairman 
Roy Brassard. 

“There are provincial fac¬ 
tors at play, and so it is fair to 
say that a strike is a very real 
possibility,” said Brassard. “We 
hope to find a solution to this 
situation quickly so that we 
can avoid a strike. We know 
that’s what’s best for our stu¬ 
dents, and our students are our 
primary concern.” 

The province has failed to 
provide the division with suffi¬ 
cient funds, and should make 
more money available for teach¬ 
ers, said Worsfold. 

“That’s been the story all 
along,” said Worsfold. “The 
boards have been underfunding 
continually and are still under¬ 
funded. The board indicated 
right from the beginning they 
don’t have the resources. What 
we have basically been asking 
for is what health care profes¬ 
sionals received, and they re¬ 
ceived 22 per cent over two 
years. 

“We would like to see some 
government action on the posi¬ 
tive side to avert a strike. No¬

RMC is also known for its

Meanwhile, the Chinook’s 
Edge board says parents should 
be making childcare arrange¬ 
ment just in case a strike is 
called. 

“We sincerely hope it will not 
come to that, but in case it does, 
we feel it is important you 
know some of what you might 
expect,” said Brassard. “We are 
sorry for the inconvenience 
that may occur due to a strike. 
If there is a strike diploma ex¬ 
ams will still go ahead.” 

On diploma exam days, 
Chinook’s Edge buses will run 


at regularly scheduled times, 
and certified staff will oversee 
the exams and ensure the tests 
are delivered appropriately to 
Alberta Learning, he said. 
Achievement exams for some 
students in Grade 9 are sched¬ 
uled for January, but those will 
not go ahead if there is a strike. 

As well, extra curricular ac¬ 
tivities such as sports, fine arts 
and other clubs, team and 
group activities, and field trips 
will be cancelled. 

“Because our staff will be re¬ 
duced, we cannot keep the 
schools open to usergroups 
while at the same time ensur¬ 
ing the safety and security of 
our buildings,” he said. 

Teachers will not be picket¬ 
ing schools in the event of a 
strike, said Worsfold. 


Interim doctors will 
help alleviate shortage 

The Didsbury area is receiving some temporary relief as 
the area became even more short staffed in the last couple of 
weeks. 

After two resignations cut the staff between Carstairs and 
Didsbury to just two physicians, Dr. Putts has taken a per¬ 
sonal leave. 

Health Authority 5 told the Review the Didsbury area is 
receiving three interim doctors at three separate time to fill 
the void until the local doctor situation is stabilized. The locam 
doctors will serve the area until the middle of February. 

A1 Martins, CAO of Health Authority 5 said negotiations 
are close to being finalized with two permanent doctors look¬ 
ing to come to the area. 

Meanwhile HA5 and the Town of Didsbury have struck a 
committee to look at the problem of the lack of doctors in the 
Didsbury area.

Didsbury Hospital receives new trauma room

Didsbury Hospital will be 
better set up to handle trauma 
incidents in the future thanks 
to a $100,000 renovation that 
has transformed an OR thea¬ 
tre into a new roomy and cen¬ 
trally located trauma room. 

A new trauma room was 
created in the last quarter of 
2001 and was opened just be¬ 
fore Christmas and Health 
Authority 5 members are con¬ 
fident the changes will mean 
better and more efficient care 
of patients who need immedi¬ 
ate attention. 

"It wasn't the proper situa¬ 
tion," said Bonnie Porat, Di¬ 
rector of Client Services for 
Health Authority 5. "What we 
have done is made better use 
of the space and made it 
easier from a staffing 
prerspective to take care of 
our patients." 

The new trauma room is 
large and allows for many 
people in the area. Porat said 
when an accident occurs there 


are a lot of people who may 
be playing a role at the scene. 
Along with a patient, there 
may a couple of doctors, 
nurses and perhaps STARS or 
local ambulance personnel. 
The new trauma room will 
allow them to move around 
comfortably making the task 
at hand easier to do. 

Before renovations were 
done and if there was an emer¬ 
gency, patients were brought 
through the main entrance 
and transporting them to be 
X-rayed meant a trip through 
the hospital. 

The new location of the 
room is one of its most impor¬ 
tant features. Ambulance 
staff can bring accident vic¬ 
tims down a private corridor 
and straight to the trauma 
room. Equipment like the X- 
Ray machine are just a room 
away and a new nursing sta¬ 
tion gives nurses a visual of 
what is going on in the area. 

Improvements have also 
been made for others affected 
by the accident. Porat said 


there wasn't a proper waiting 
area beforehand. Now a wait¬ 
ing room separated from the 
trauma room allows people to 
wait properly while work is 
being done. It includes a pri¬ 
vate waiting area for family 
members who may need pri¬ 
vacy. 

The Didsbury Hospital re¬ 
ceives a high percentage of pa¬ 
tients wbu need trauma-re¬ 
lated care. Approximately 10 
per cent of all patients are 
likely to utilize the new room. 

Variables like being close to 
a major highway contribute 
to the unusually high rate of 
patients that require trauma 
or emergency care. 

The renovations are fore¬ 
shadowing major changes 
that will happen to the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital. The auxiliary 
hospital will eventually be 
replaced with a $6 million 
grant from the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment. That project could 
start as early as this year. In 
the meantime equipment is 
being moved and set up at the

hospital over a period of time 
to allow hospital workers to 
carry on with their duties 
while changes are being made. 


The $100,000 needed for 
the upgrades to the trauma 
room came directly from the 
Health Authority 5 budget. 


Didsbury RCMP make arrests in vehicle break-ins

Didsbury RCMP have made 
arrests in relation to two vehi¬ 
cle break-in sprees including 
one in November that saw 19 
vehicles broken into in one 
neighbourhood in one night. 

On Nov. 8, 2001, residents 


from a Didsbury neighbour¬ 
hood woke up to find their ve¬ 
hicle windows had been 
smashed and valuables stolen. 
Investigation revealed access to 
the vehicles was a combination 
breaking windows and prying 
car doors open. 

Nineteen-year-old Cory 


Freeborn and one young of¬ 
fender have been charged with 
19 counts of willful damage, 
eight counts of theft and seven 
counts of possession of stolen 
property. 

Freeborn is also facing 
charges from an incident that 
occurred on Aug. 23, along with 


three young offenders, where 
again numerous vehicles were 
broken into in Carstairs, 
Crossfield, Didsbury, Olds and 
Bowden. 

Entry was gained by break¬ 
ing windows or prying open 
doors and suspects stole 
seatcovers, stereos, CDs and 


cash. 

Freeborn has already made 
one court appearance and will 
go to trial on Feb. 12. 

In a press release the Dids¬ 
bury RCMP credited and 
thanked the public with infor¬ 
mation that lead to the arrests 
of the above individuals.

Provincial government will have to 
take a role in teachers strike 

Talks have broken off and a 
teacher’s strike could be immi¬ 
nent. 

Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion looks like it is ready for 
teachers to strike as they sent 
home a letter outlining what stu¬ 
dents are going to need to do 
should the teachers vote to 
strike. 

The letter states that the 
school division is still working 
towards avoiding a strike, but 
the letter tells parents that a strike is very possible and 
could happen soon. 

Everytime a strike occurs, emotions run high. If it is a 
long strike teachers will become frustrated as will the 
school board and parent and perhaps students knowing 
that everyday the strike continues is another day into 
their summer vacation. 

Nobody wins when there is a strike vote, especially 
not the students. And nobody wants a strike to happen 
either. Of the teachers I have talked to, all have said they 
don’t want to go on strike. And the school division cer¬ 
tainly wants the teachers to stay where they belong. 

So who is to blame for the strike? There is another 
player that needs to take a share of the blame and that is 
the provincial government. The Alberta PCs have made 
some moves that have made teachers upset. In 2001 they 
handed down a set amount of money to school boards to 
apply towards teachers’ salaries. 

While putting money towards the issue seems like a 
generous offer, they took a lot of clout away from the 
school board and immediately turned the issue into a pro¬ 
vincial one. 

The Klein government said recently that we need to 
tighten our belts because there are uncertain times ahead. 
Yet they voted themselves a raise contradicting their mes¬ 
sage. 

The government will eventually have to take over the 
issue as local talks have failed. In the end it is the prov¬ 
ince that will have to come up with the money.

and waste

It was a very interesting & poignant message 
that Robert Austin passed on a couple of weeks 
back in the Didsbury Review. The main message 
on the creation of garbage, recycling & general 
pollution, was that it is up to You & Me as CAR¬

Public and media know little about ambulance service 


Dear Editor: 

It was brought to my atten¬ 
tion by our staff recently about 
how little the media and the 
residents know about their lo¬ 
cal Emergency Medical (Ambu¬ 
lance) Service. 

(Recently) an accident oc¬ 
curred where a person was se¬ 
riously injured. A First Re¬ 
sponder on scene treated and 
cared for the patient until EMS 
and Fire arrived. That entire 
team (the first responder, the 
fire department and the ambu¬ 
lance service) cared for that 


threatening needs. The 
paramedics on scene, based on 
their level of knowledge and 
training, were able to deter¬ 
mine the severity, of this 
patient's condition, provide ad¬ 
vanced life support treatment 
and called for the assistance of 
STARS (Shock Trauma Air 
Rescue Society). STARS re¬ 
sponded quickly to our request 
and the patient was trans¬ 
ported expeditiously to a 
trauma facility that could fur¬ 
ther care for their injuries.

Yes, STARS 
did play a critical role in the 
Chain of Survival for this pa¬ 
tient, but it was the immediate 
actions and care given by your 
local Paramedics that gave this 
patient his best chance for a 
favorable outcome. 

What I realized from this 
event was how little the com¬ 
munity knows about their lo¬ 
cal Ambulance Service and the 
care that it provides. Through¬ 
out the next several weeks the

Water restrictions placed on Didsbury in July 


County raises fine for contravening events by¬ 
law County Council decided to take a stronger stance 
against those who would contravene their events by¬ 
law. Council wanted to put a $50,000 penalty in their 
by-law and passed a motion to do so.

Level two water restriction placed on Dids¬ 
bury A level two water restriction was placed on Dids¬ 
bury in July. Under the restriction residents could 
not water their lawns at all and limits were placed on 
the sale of bulk water as well as a limit that was placed 
on industry. The move came after the Town was placed 
on a level one restriction which meant lawns could 
only be watered on alternate days. 

Management Board fights for casino license 
The Mountain View Management Board was playing 


a game of hurry-up and w»it after writing a letter to 
the Minister of Gaming Ron Stevens. At the end of 
June the local group, which was trying to raise money 
for a new seniors lodge in Didsbury, had their appeal 
regarding the use of casino and raffle tickets turned 
down by the province. Earlier in the year they were 
denied licenses because the group is under ministerial 
order and has the ability to requisition local munici¬ 
palities. 

Didsbury area hay crops predicted to be down 
significantly Hay crops will not yield their normal 
numbers in the Didsbury area because of a lack of 
rain this year predicted a Forage Specialist in July. 
Gordon Hutton, who works for Alberta Agriculture 
out of an Olds office, said while farmers would get 
crops off the field in 2001 they would come away with 
significantly less than they usually would. Hutton said 
it was unlikely farmers would be able to make two 
cuts. 


Town Council rescinds Development Incen¬ 
tives policy Didsbury Town Council rescinded their 
Development Incentives policy retroactive to January 
1. In order to be able to negotiate with businesses on 
a case by case basis, Council voted unanimously to 
remove the policy that was put in place in July 1995. 
Planning and Development Officer Robert Wigg said 
the Town was restricted by the old policy. 

Recreation issue hits County Council cham¬ 
ber again Mountain View County Council was pre¬ 
sented with a draft policy for recreation and culture 
grants that would replace the Recreation Funding 
Policy and reflects the parameters approved by Coun¬ 
cil at the May 23 meeting. Council decided to address 
the issue at their August meeting to give municipali¬ 
ties a chance to look at the new draft. When the policy 
was originally released in May, many urban munici¬ 
palities were upset that their request to put the deci¬ 
sion off for a month was voted down. 


Parasite affects eight local residents in August 


Parasite infects at least eight local residents 

At least eight people in the Didsbury and Carstairs 
area have contracted a parasite that causes diarrhea, 
stomach cramps and low-grade fever. The 
Chryptosporidium parasite, which was eventually 
linked to the Didsbury Aquatic Centre, made national 
headlines and scared local residents enough to buy 
bottled water at the local supermarket. It was the same 
infection that made hundreds of people sick in North 
Battleford Saskatchewan earlier in the year. 

Carstairs Arena finally comes crashing down 
After 50 years of serving that Carstairs area the Car¬ 
stairs Memorial Arena was finally sent crashing to 
the ground. In less than three hours a demolition crew 
consisting of two pieces of modern machinery reduced 
the landmark to piles of rubble that were later sorted 
for salvage The demolition attracted many onlookers 
who wanted one last glimpse of the old arena. 

Didsbury mourns 

Attacks on America Even though the attacks 
happened on the other side of the continent Didsbury 
was affected. 

The local school system acted accordingly and put 
its support staff and liaison workers on alert as indi¬ 
vidual student may have needed the support. Some 
principals in the Chinook's Edge School Division sent 
letters home to parents to help them explain the situ¬ 
ation to their children. 

The Town of Didsbury created a condolence book 
that was sent to New York City filled with messages 
of hope and sorrow. Flags around Town were dropped 
to half mast as those who lost their lives were remem¬ 
bered. 

Local businesses tried to raise money for victims, 
as did the local fire department and American flags 
became common place on town streets. 

And then there were people who grew up locally 
that were in the thick of things. Jonelle Fenton, a 
Cremona graduate, saw the second World Trade Cen¬ 
tre tower collapse from where she worked and Anita 
Reimer, who grew up in Didsbury, saw the aftermath 
- a city that has been characterized as being unfeeling 
turn into a community of hope. 

Fire bans The dry weather that hampered crops 
all year also wrecked havoc on campers and farmers 
that wanted to use controlled burns. On two different 
occasions Mountain View County banned all fires as 
the lack of moisture made just about everything a fire 
hazard.

Farmers once again came together to harvest 80 acres 
of barley at Dave Epp s Farm for the Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank. 

Five combines and approximately 15 volunteers hit 
the field and harvested a crop that was donated to 
needy people in other parts of the world.

DidsDury knew it 
would have a new mayor as Ray Lea made the deci¬ 
sion not to run again and in the end it was Dorothy 
Moore beating Gordon Quantz for the post. Candi¬ 
dates receiving Town Councillor positions were Cheryl 
Dahl, Clem Kuelker, Harry Penner, Don Watt, Judy 
Kaupp and Gary Dolha. 

A new Council was also selected for Mountain View 
County. Dave Derksen, Ron Richardson, Linda 
Burrell, Charlie Van Arnam, Pat James and Ian Harvie 
were all voted in. Harvie was named Reeve by the other 
Councillors. 

There were no changes to the school board. All those 
who ran were able to get in again, but four were not 
contested. And in the first ever health authority elec¬ 
tion local businessman Grant Hemming earned a spot 
on the board.

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QUESTION: I’ m concerned about the violent content 
of some children’s cartoon shows and the toys and other 
products connected with them. My husband thinks they’re 
harmless. What’s your point of view? 

DR. DOBSON: I share your misgivings. There’s a trend 
toward a brand of violence in some of today’s cartoons 
and toys that I see as a dangerous departure from the more 
traditional combat-type games in which boys have always 
engaged. 

For one thing, the characters tend to be adults involved 
in adult activities, some of which are highly questionable. 
I don’t think they are appropriate role models for impres¬ 
sionable young children. The settings are mythical or fu¬ 
turistic, and the action often revolves around superstition, 
sorcery and magic. For these reasons they concern me for 
spiritual as well as psychological reasons. The electronic 
media have incredible power to “sell” these dubious he¬ 
roes and their exploits to our children. Studies have meas¬ 
ured actual psychological changes that occur when kids 
are watching a violent television program or movie: The 
pulse rate quickens, the eyes dilate, the hands sweat, the 
mouth goes dry and breathing accelerates. It should be 
obvious that this kind of “entertainment” has a dramatic 
emotional impact — especially if it’s repeated often enough. 
And the toys that are marketed as “spin-offs” from such 
programs serve only to reinforce or extend those negative 
effects. What’s more, there’s no balancing positive, healthy 
or educational component to these products. That’s why 
our organization, Focus on the Family, and others have 
made major investments in high-quality videos and other 
materials for children. We must provide alternatives for 
families that want their kids to have wholesome entertain¬ 
ment but are determined to protect them from the popular 
culture. We will continue to do what we can to meet that 
need. 

QUESTION: I don’t believe kids are as easily influ¬ 
enced by the media and entertainment industry as you say. 
What they see does not necessarily determine how they 
behave. 

DR. DOBSON: Well, look at it this way. Back in the 
early ’80s, the most popular movie was a science fiction 
film entitled “E.T.” It included a brief scene where the lit¬ 
tle creature from outer space was given a few pieces of the 
candy, Reese’s Pieces. The brand was not named, but chil¬ 
dren recognized it during its few seconds on the screen. In 
the months that followed, the sale of Reese’s Pieces went 
through the ceiling. Isn’t that a clear example of a movie’s 
influence on children’s thinking? Why do advertisers spend 
billions of dollars to put their products before the people if 
what we see and hear does not influence our behavior? 
Why do schools and colleges purchase textbooks for chil¬ 
dren and young adults if what they read does not trans¬ 
late into influence of one form or another? Of course chil¬ 
dren are vulnerable to what they witness! We all are. How 
much greater impact is made by dramatic, sexually ori¬ 
ented, no-holds-barred musical and theatrical presentations 
that are aimed at the hearts and souls of our kids? Who 
are we kidding when we say they are not harmed by the 
worst of it? 

QUESTION: My family and 1 have been in France for 
four years, but I’m told I still have a strong accent. My 9- 
year-old daughter, however, speaks perfect French. How 
come children can learn a language so much easier than 
adults? 

DR. DOBSON: It is true that children can learn to 
speak perfect Russian, Chinese, Spanish or any other lan¬ 
guage used around the world, yet 15 or 20 years later, 
most people will have a much harder time trying to make 
those same sounds. Researchers now know why this is true. 
It’s explained by a process known as “phoneme contrac¬ 
tion.” The larynx of a young child assumes a shape neces¬ 
sary to make any sounds that he or she is learning to use 
at that time. It then solidifies or hardens in those posi¬ 
tions, making it impossible or very difficult to make other 
sounds later in life. In other words, there’s a window of 
opportunity when anything is possible linguistically, but 
it closes very quickly. Keep working on your French, even 
though you’ll probably never get rid of your accent.

One of Didsbury’s most 
prominent federal employees is 
no longer.

Meyer’s long-standing ca¬ 
reer with Canada Post spans 
over 40 years beginning when 
he was 18 years old fresh out 
of high school. “I applied to 
Canada Post to work as a 
Christmas Helper that year and 
liked it so much I decided to stay 
on with the corporation and 
see where it lead me.” Meyer 
says in those days, applicants 


were required to write a Civil 
Service examination as part of 
the screening process. “It 
wasn’t easy...As I recall it in¬ 
volved a lot of mathematical 
problems - multiplication, divi¬ 
sion, and so on.” 

Once established with 
Canada Post, Meyer’s position 
in Edmonton evolved to that of 
Letter Carrier which he held for 
25 years. 

From there he moved to 
Standard to work as Postmas¬ 
ter there before taking similar 
postings in Black Diamond 
and, finally, Didsbury by April 
of 1986. 


Throughout the years the 
biggest change Meyer has wit¬ 
nessed with Canada Post has 
been not with it’s customers, 
but with the corporation itself. 
“We are truly moving towards 
a more retail structure now 
than ever before. Service used 
to be our primary feature, but 
now we are starting to move 
into selling more retail items to 
our customers. That and, of 
course, the continual expan¬ 
sion of electronics behind the 
scenes. 

“As with most businesses, 
everything is certainly becom¬

Today Meyer is content to 
take it easy and enjoy retire¬ 
ment with his wife in Airdrie.

Curling Rink Ice Technician “’set” for Bonspiel season

The holiday season is always 
particularly busy for Lyle and 
Cathy Craven and this year 
proved to be no exception. 
Aside from traditional Yuletide 
preparations, the Cravens have 
been keeping busy preparing 
the ice at the Didsbury Curl¬ 
ing Rink for the upcoming sea¬ 
son of bonspiels. 

The Certified Ice Technician 
says there is always a lot to do 
when you are trying to obtain 
the best calibre of ice surface 
possible. Consequently the pe¬ 
riod between Christmas and 
New Years (and even over the 
weeks following) finds the man 


and wife team busily scraping, 
washing, reflooding, repebbling 
and sweeping the ice to compe¬ 
tition quality. “Normally it 
takes me about four hours to 
do the scraping and 
repebbling,” explains Lyle Cra¬ 
ven. 

“We use a stopwatch to de¬ 
termine how fast the ice is and 
measure the length of time it 
takes for a rock to go from one 
hogline to the other. It can get 
pretty technical at times...it’s 
pretty tricky to get things just 
so.” 

Despite the time involved, 
the Cravens believe their efforts 


are well worth their while; es¬ 
pecially come bonspiel day. “We 
have a very nice facility here. I 
think the curlers appreciate 
playing on ice that’s been prop¬ 
erly maintained. I know I used 
to...I’ve been a curler for many 
years myself and it does make 
a difference.” 

Lyle Craven adapted his 
honed ice making skills at a 
four-day intensive training 
seminar in Calgary. 

“It can be a lot of work 
(maintaining and establishing 
an ice surface for curling) 
That’s why I generally have 
one or more people helping me. 


The whole process requires 
that you go up and down the 
ice again and again. And the sea¬ 
son begins in late September 
early October and goes right 
through to March, so there’s a 
lot of walking to do.” 

This week will be a busy one 
at the Didsbury Curling Rink 
with the Farm and Ranch 
Bonspiel taking place followed 
by the 4-H Bonspiel over the 
weekend and the Seniors 
Bonspiel the week following. 

“I’ve done this job for the 
past eight years and I must say 
I do enjoy what I do very 
much.”
